majesty of our civil tribunals. 

‘The whole tendency of the day under Iad- 
cal rule has been to debauch the popular 
reverence for law, and to break down the 
power of the legal tribunals. Law has beer 
diverted from its fixed channels into the dc - 
vious and capricious windings of political 
necessity.. The power of the ermine has be 
come a nullity. Partisan tyranny has 
clutched from the Judge many an adjudica- 
tion, involving sacred and chartered rights, 
because he must, under his sworn duty, dc- 
cide the law adversely to party interests. 
The injury is not alone the immediate perpe- 
tration of injustice, as well as the violence tc 
the solemn statute book, but it runs farther, 
and works its worst results in the demorali 
zation of the popular mind, in the contempt 
brought upon law gencrally, and in the 
diminished sovereignty of our civil tribunals 


In view of these things, every good citizen. 


should hail with satisfaction every effort of 
the judiciary to enforce the statutes and t 
restore majesty to the courts. It is a vital 
matter. That officer that dares to strike at 
evils entrenched powerfully among large 
classes of citizens, and to put in resistless 
force legal penalties that arouse the indigna- 
tion and resistance of influential men, whos 
illegal privileges are assaulted, should be sus- 
tained by the community, and encouraged it 
his unpleasant discharge of duty. And if in his 
zeal for the purity and power of the courts, the 
great bulwark against social disorder,he should 
‘tramp a little hard upon somebody's toes whe 
does not mean to break the law, it should be 
overlooked, in the great good he is doing. 
That man who contributes to restoring to the 
bench its entire civil supremacy, so much 
lost in the clash of arms and diminished in 
the corruptions of a debauched political rule, 
is a public benefactor. 
These reflections have been engendered by 


a recent matter connected with onc of our high 
judicial officers, whose administration de- 
serves much commendation from our people, 
and whom we believe to be a faithful and 
able Judge.
